ADMINISTRATION 
TAKES STAND ON 
REPARATIONS, DEBTS

Lo ndo n, Sept. 1 2 .— Ita ly , ha v ­ 
ing 1 fo rced her will upo n Greece, 
no w is prepa ring to ta ke mili­ 
ta ry a ctio n if necessa ry to de­ 
fend Ita lia n rig ht in Fiume, dis­ 
pa tches fro m Ho me, Athens and 
the Ba lka ns indica te. 
A new Italian crisis, with Corfu 


and Flume as immediate pawns and 


Italy, Jugo-Slavla, Greece and Al­ 


bania as possible participants in a 


new conflict appeared at hand. 


Mussolini has charged Jugo-Slavla 


with seeking to take advantage of 


the Italo-Greek dispute to break a 


contract which gave most of Fiume 


to Italy. 
The Serbs have disclaimed 


any such Intention, . and 
insisted 


they will abide by agreements made, 


but reports from Athens, possibly in 
spired, declare Italian military prep­ 
arations are under way. 


The Italian correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle cabled: 
“ In Trieste troop trains are held 
In readiness with steam up and heavy 
contingencies of Italian troops are 
being concentrated, probably for ac­ 
tion agatnst Jugo-Siavla If that na ­ 
tion does not accept the Italian terms 
for settlement of the Flum e controv­ 
ersy by Saturday. 
“ Ten steam ers have been requisi­ 
tioned by the Italian government for 
conveying troops to the base at Pola. 
“ At Bari the Italians have 
e m ­ 
barked the Six th, Tenth, and Forty- 
seventh infantry regim ents for an 
unknow n destination. 
The units are 
completely supplied with 
artillery 
and munitions. 
Their destination Is 
unknow n." 
The correspondent said the re­ 
ported landing of Italian troops at 
Santa Q uuntara still was unconfirm­ 
ed In Athens, hut had created great 
ex citement in the 
Greek 
capital, 
where It was firmly believed Italy 
was intent on forcing the hand of 
Jugo-Slavla by a threat of Invading 
Macedonia th rough Albania. 
Officials In London consider

whole Balkan situation as alarming, 
and feared Italy is ready to £ o to ex ­ 
treme ends to carry out her plar^for

W ashington, Sept. 1 2 — The Coo- 


lidge adm inistration will decline to 


enter a world conference on repa ra ­ 


tions and war debts if Europe invites 


the world to such a parley for the 


purpose of delaying payment or of 


reducing the principal of sums owed 


this government. 


The government, however, 
will 


favor ex tension by American bankers 


of credit to Germany if negotiations 


now under way result in a repa ra ­ 


tions agreement. 


American hankers are ready 
to 
participate to the ex tent of possibly 
$500,000,000 in such a loan, official 
quarters have learned. 
In the care 
fully worked out plans for a repara 
tlons settlement that would restore 
economic peace to the world a loan 
of from $1,000,000,000 to $2,000. 
000,000 for Germany would follow 
an agreement. 
France, Great B rit­ 
ain and the United States would par­ 
ticipate. and relax ation of the French 
'grip on the Kuhr would result. 
T hirty to forty per cent of the 
sum decided on would he sought in 
the United States. 
Eventually Am 
ertcan Investors may be called upon 
to provide credits for Germany. 
The effect of such loans would he 
immediately reflected In the United 
States in Industry and commerce, it 
ts believed money raised here would 
be largely spent in this country. 
Information reaching United States 
officials is that a loan to Germany 
would he guaranteed by the Allied 
governments and would he adm inis­ 
tered by the League of Nations. 
The refusal of the adm inistration 
to enter a debt conference rests upon 
the same reason which prompted the 
Harding 
adm inistration 
to 
repel 
^similar 
advances 
from 
European 
statesmen. 
W ith a presidential el 
ectlon coming on, these reasons are 
all the stronger.

Survey on Lighting Facilities 
The committee .surveying lighting 
facilities reported: 
Your committee to whom was as­ 
signed the survey of lighting facill- 
ties of the various school buildings, 
begs to report att follow*.: 
Beginning with the gymnasium at 


the Washington building, we recom­ 
mend that eight 200 watt fixtures of 
a special flush type be instilled with-

Sap I HO, who come* to Brainerd on Thursday , is recog­ 
nized as a national authority on cooperative marketing. 
He comes 
b efore the people as one who has thoroughly studied his theories 
and what is more important has seen these tested in actual m ir* 
keting of produce. Men of this kunl are worthy of attention and 
should b e followed much more rtaflily than those who offer some 
easy way to success. 
This “evangelist” of the cooperative mar­ 
keting movement, as he has b een called, does not ask thut con­ 
gress come together for the purpose of fixing a price on wheat, 
he does not suggest that the administration should b e expected to 
wave a wand and b ring ab out prosperity for the farmers, he does 
not criticize those interests that are not actually working the soilp 
nor censure those who get an unfair profit from the produce of 
the farmer, b ut he b rings a message that oilers something definite 
and which can b e secured only in so far as the farmers of the 
nation get together and intelligently cooperate in marketing theii 
produce. 
The sure road to success and prosperity is traveled slowly , 
for there is no quick road to either knowledge or success, and 
b ecause the progress must he slow and delib erate there is a ten­ 
dency to refuse to travel that way . 
Americans waste a vast 
amount of money in speculation and are induced to enter upon 
wild-cat schemes in which they lose money which if invested in­ 
telligently would provide for their needs. 
They are out to secure 
gains that may b e realized hut which are a gamb le. 
The-.e hh 
not of the character of sure and well-founded enterprise hut are 
more rewarding it successful than that which is b uilt on com­ 
parative certainty . 
The trait which leads to such investments, 
investments made for the purpose of getting rich quick, induces 
farmers and others to listen to irresponsib le speakers who prom­ 
ise muchjb u^glva little. 
Without a thorough knowledge of eco­ 
nomics they talk of price-fixing, criticize every thing and every ­ 
b ody , tell the people that all is wrong and prescrib e quack reme­ 
dies for putting the wrong light. 
Aaron Sapiro is not of this 
ty pe. He knows whereof he speaks. His theories have b een tested 
and they work. 
He does not promise any quick results through 
legislation; he does not ask someone else to come along and as­ 
sume the farmer’s b urden; he asks the farmers to patiently or­ 
ganize for cooperative marketing of their produce. 
In this, ho 
sees the farmers’ b est hope, and in this he is ab le to promise 
them something that will not b e given as a gift, b y those who in 
their ignorance would b reak economic law in the present for 
present advantage without a thought of the penalty that would 
b e exacted tomorrow, b ut won for themselves b y themselves 
through consistent planning, intelligent leadership and continued 
enterprise. 
If the farmers are b rought to see that they will not b e made 
prosperous b y listening to criticisms of government and b usiness 
or b enefited b y theories that have not b een tried or, in some 
eases tried to b e found wanting, and that their ultimate good lies 
in getting together and together working out their own prob lems 
b y attacking them intelligently according to methods that work, 
they will b e on the road to those b etter day s which they deserve 
and which will b ring all around advantage to tli* American com­ 
monwealth.

and which can be secured only in so far as the farmers of the 
nation get together and intelligently cooperate in m arketing their 
produce. 
The sure road to success and prosperity is traveled slowly, 
for there is no quick road to either knowledge or success, and 
because the progress must be slow and deliberate there is a ten­ 
dency to refuse to travel that way. 
Americans waste a vast 
amount of money in speculation and are induced to enter upon 
wild-cat schemes in which they lose money which if invested in­ 
telligently would provide for their needs. 
They are out to secure 
gains that may be realized but which are a gamble. 
These a n ­ 
not of the character of sure and well-founded enterprise but. are 
more rewarding if successful than that which is built on com­ 
parative certainty. 
The trait which leads to such investments, 
investments made for the purpose of getting rich quick, induces 
farm ers and others to listen to irresponsible speakers who prom­ 
ise m uch%bu^give little. 
Without a thorough knowledge of eco­ 
nomics they talk of price-fixing, criticize everything and every­ 
body, tell the people that all is w rong and prescribe quack reme­ 
dies for putting the wrong right. 
Aaron Sapiro is not of this 
type. He knows whereof he speaks. 
His theories have been tested 
and they work. 
He does not promise any quick results through 
legislation; he does not ask someone else to come along and as­ 
sume the f a r m e r ’s burden; he asks the farmers to patiently or­ 
ganize for cooperative m arketing of their produce. 
In this, he 
sees the farm ers’ best hope, and in this he is able to promise 
them something that will not be given as a gift, by those who in 
their ignorance would break economic law in the present for 
present advantage without a thought of the penalty thai would 
be exacted tomorrow, but won for themselves by themselves 
through consistent planning, intelligent leadership and continued 
enterprise. 
If the farmers are brought to see that they will not be made

Chairman Howard Elliott, Former 
President, Speaks of Business 
Conditions 
A business special, carrying nota­ 


bles of the Northern Pacific on a short 
tour of inspection,* arrived in Brain­ 
erd at I o'clock this afternoon, stopped 


30 minutes for dinner and after a visit 
to the railway shops, continue^ toward 
Duluth. 
On the special train of six business 
cars were Howard Elliott, chairman 
of the board of directors. Charles Don­ 
nelly. president of the road, J. M. H an­ 
a fo r d , 
former 
president 
and 
vice 
chairman of the board, J. M- Uapelje 
vice president in charge of operations 
J. (J. Woodward, vice 
president 
charge of traffic, C. E. Perkins of the 
board of Sweet ors, C. L. Nichols, gen 
eral manager, JI. E. Stevens, chief en 
gineer, and heads of the various d 
partments of the railway. 
President Donnelly stated that the 
trip tvus of only a few days’ duration 
Starting at St. Paul, the officials went 
to Staples, arriving there this morn 
ing. 
An inspection of the company’ 
property was made at tiiat point ant 
a conference held witli its men. From 
Staples the route takes the train to 
Duluth tonight, and .back to St. Paul 
Thursday. 
Supt. W. H. Strachar. 
the Lake Superior division, joined the 
train at Staples, anti accompanied it 
to Duluth. 
Mr. Donnelly said that there was 
no particular significance attached to 
this tour. 
It is one made annually 
at about this time, just previous to 
closing* the year’s business. 
It offers 
an opportunity of getting in closer 
touch with the employes of the road 
and of getting an idea of the condi­ 
tion of the property enroute. 
Chairman Elliott stated that he was 
particularly anxious to make this tour 
of inspection, since he has not been 
in this territory for over a year. 
He 
commented upon the improved condi 
lions generally in this section. 
Business conditions in the east, said 
Mr. Elliott, are very good, better than 
in the middle west, in his opinion, a1 
though he looks for better business 
throughout most of the country. The 
Northern Pacific is enjoying a very 
good business, although the cost of 
doing this business has greatly in­ 
creased over other years. 
The wheat farmer, said Mr. Elliott. 
is tile one that is hard hit, both on 
account of low prices for this kind 
of grain, and because of poor wheat 
crops in many sections. 
Othearfarm 
commodities, such as corn, cotton, su­ 
gar beets, etc., are an excellent crop, 
generally speaking, he said, and com­ 
mand a good price, so that farmers 
raising these commodities are in bet­ 
ter shape financially than the wheat 
farmer. 
Those in the wheat belt must learn 
the lesson of diversified farming, as 
taught by farmers of Wisconsin and 
.Minnesota, said Mr. Elliott. Heretofore 
he has pinned all his faith on one 
crop, wheat. 
By combining that with 
corn, alfalfa or clover and the dairy 
cow, he will soon put himself in the 
class witfi his brothers of the states 
named above.
